Ups and downs ending? 


Catholic school scene bright 
in spite of high court ruling 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (NC) — As a 
new school year opens, Catholic school 


administrators throughout the nation . 


expect enrollment to be relatively 
stable in contrast to the sharp drops of 
recent years. 

They also anticipate little immediate 
effect from the U. S. Supreme Court 
decisions banning various forms of 
aid to private schools. 


ENROLLMENT in elementary and 
high schools of the New York arch- 
diocese will be “slightly up from last 
year” to about 175,000, said Msgr. 
Joseph T. O’Keefe, archdiocesan 
secretary for education. 

The increase is due in part to ‘“‘a real 
selling campaign’’ last spring, Msgr. 
O’Keefe said. ‘I think people are 
becoming more attuned to the need for 
value oriented education. 

“One of the benefits of the Supreme 
Court ruling is that it is going to require 
greater involvement of the laity and 
the clergy at the local level,’’ he said. 
“One of the things we have to do is not 
become totally: pessimistic.”’ 


MSGR. ROLAND P. DuMaine, 
assistant superintendent of schools in 
the San Francisco archdiocese, said: 
“Our schools are not deprived of any 
existing benefit’’ because of the high 
court’s action. ‘“‘Even a reverse ruling 
by the Supreme Court would by no 
means have eliminated financial 
problems,”’ he added. 

Enrollment in the Boston archdio- 
cese will be “down a little” to about 
90,000 students, because _ several 
schools are closing, said Xaverian

intendent of schools. “Some schools 
this year will be totally staffed by 
lay teachers,” he said. “Just how they 
make out will tell a lot about the 
future.” 

Father Danniel J. O’Connor, 
education secretary for the Atlanta 
archdiocese, expects enrollment to ‘‘be 
up some.’’ The Supreme Court’s 
decisions, he said, have had no effect 
on Catholic schools in Atlanta because 
Catholics there, only two per cent of the 
population, have had “‘no hope for state 
aid.” 

“WE’VE. BEEN ABLE to keep 
nuns,” he said. ‘We pay considerably 
better than some states. Atlanta is a 
wealthy city and the Catholic 
population is growing. People are 
coming in who can afford the tuition.” 

Catholic schools in Chicago face an 
enrollment drop but the decline will be 
“roughly four per cent less than it has 
been,” said Father H. Robert Clark, 
archdiocesan school superintendent. 


OTHER ENROLLMENT estimates 
include: 

— The Cincinnati archdiocese: 69,152 
in elementary and high schools, 1,483 
fewer than last fall. 

— The Oakland, Calif., diocese: 
16,000 in grade and 7,000 in high, about 
the same as last year.

Food crisis cripples 
Catholic relief work 


NEW YORK (RNS) — Catholic 
Relief Services and other assistance 
programs are being crippled by a 
shortage of U.S. food surpluses. 

Officials of religious relief agencies 
here call the situation ‘‘calamitous.”’ 
The U. S. Department of Agriculture 
has informed the agencies it was not 
able to buy commodities for the Food 
for Peace program in August, and, 
possibly, not be able to in September. 

FOR 20 YEARS, voluntary 
organizations have been allowed to 
distribute food surpluses overseas. 
Catholic Relief Services and CARE 
(Cooperative for American Relief 
Everywhere), are the hardest hit 
because their programs are the 
largest. 

Bishop Edward E. Swanstrom, 
executive director of CRS, noted that 
his agency cares for 10 million of the 
earth’s “poorest of the poor.” If new 
surpluses are not available, he said, 
CRS may be forced to stop many 
programs by the end of the year. 

Among the factors contributing to the 
shortage is the large grain sale to the 
Soviet Union. The sale cut surpluses 
and sent prices soaring. With current 
prices, spokesmen for the religious 
relief groups say they cannot make up 
shortages by buying on the open 
market. 

OTHER REASONS include droughts 
and floods in grain producing areas and 
generally poor harvests.

Founding pastor in Montclair 


Father Mackey dies at 62 


MONTCLAIR — Father Joseph C. Mackey, 
founding pastor of Our Lady of Lourdes 
church here, died Aug. 27 at the age of 62. 


Starting the Montclair parish in 1955, 
Father Mackey served it for 18 years as 
spiritual leader and builder, friend and 
counselor. 


A parishioner, Nat Lubatti, inadvertently 
eulogized Father Mackey a few days before 
his death in a letter to Southern Cross 
Opinion Forum. He wrote: 


“How many times do we really stop and 
think what a priest has given to his parish. 
Besides his spiritual guidance, he has given 
us a beautiful church, a magnificent school, 
so our children can be brought up in the 
Catholic tradition, and a parish hall enjoyed 
by all... 

“We have such a place here at Our Lady of 
Lourdes church as we thank our pastor, 
Father Joseph Mackey for everything we 
have. This man is never too busy or too sick 
to listen and help, night or day. Would any of 
us do so much for our fellow man?”’ 

Father Mackey was born Dec. 14, 1910, in 
Waterford City, Ireland, were he was 
educated through his seminary training. He 
also attended Rockwell College in Tip- 
perary. 

He was ordained in Waterford, July 4, 1937 
by Bishop J. Kinnane for the San Diego 
diocese. His first assignment was as an

assistant at Holy Rosary, San Bernardino, 
1937-40. 

Father Mackey was assistant at Sacred 
Heart, Coronado, 1940-41, and pastor of St. 
Joseph, Holtville, 1941-43; St. Anthony, San 
Jacinto, 1943-48 and Our Lady of Perpetual 
Help, Indio, 1948-55. 

The pastor had several brothers who are 
priests and sisters who are religious. A 
brother, Father Leo Mackey of Los Angeles, 
was to be a concelebrant of the funeral Mass 
11 a.m. Thursday, Aug. 30, in Our Lady of 
Lourdes church. 


Funds from parishes here keep 
his mercy plane flying there

“It’s only a second hand plane, but it 
has saved about 30 lives,” says Father 
Harold G. Dougherty, a_priest-pilot 
from this diocese who has been a 
missionary in Bolivia for 11 years. 

He referred to a Piper Supercub 
plane obtained largely through aid 
from the people of this diocese. 

“T have calls for many mercy flights 
to hospitals in Santa Cruz,’’ he said. 
Santa Cruz is about 60 miles from his 
parish of Holy Espousals in Buena 
Vista, Bolivia. 


HIS CHURCH is home port for his 
main task of ministering to the 
spiritual needs of people in far away 
villages and mountain areas. 

His “parish” covers 25 villages and 
towns with more than 35,000 people. 
And while the plane is an essential part 
of the missionary’s religious ministry, 
it alsois a ‘“‘built-in” ambulance for the 
critical ill. ; 

Some of his mercy errands, he says, 
have included acute appendectomies 
and women with still-born babies. 


BECAUSE OF THE acute shortage 
of priests, says Father Dougherty, 
parishioners are used to having laymen 
conduct prayer meetings or read the 
scriptures. 

“There are 15 natural leaders in 
training as permanent deacons under a 
program initiated by Bishop Luis 
Rodriguez of Santa Cruz,’ he said. 
“They are volunteers who serve glad- 
ly without any pay. . 

““Many are law enforcement officers 
or have other important jobs. They 
form the nerve center for our work with 
the people. Through them we can lead 
Bolivians to the Church. 


“THE IMPORTANT thing is that 
these men show the presence and 
progress of the Church and how 
Christian communities may be formed 
without priests.” 

Father Dougherty spent the summer 
in the San Diego diocese offering 
Masses and preaching for the Society 
for the Propagation of the Faith. He is a 
member of the Missionary Society of 
St. James the Apostle and was due to 
return to Bolivia Sept. 2. 
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Catholic schools in diocese 
ready to open on healthy note

No Catholic schools in the diocese are 
closing this year, and the drop in 
students is almost halted. 

That is the picture as the schools 
prepare to reopen in the next two 
weeks. is 

Dr. H. Giles Schmid, diocesan school 
superintendent, points to the “‘intensive 
recruiting efforts of 11 elementary 
schools last spring which are showing 
definite beneficial results, proving the 
decline can be checked. 


“THE MOST IMPORTANT fact is 
that no school in the diocese is closing 
its doors. Reversing that trend is a 
major victory for Catholic parents and 
their pastors who. are determined to 
have Catholic schools.” 

Two San Diego inner city parishes 
are consolidating their schools. Our 
Lady of Angels and Our Lady of 
Guadalupe, only a mile apart, will 
merge this fall into one school with two 
campuses. 

The ‘‘new” Our Lady’s School will 
have Sister Mary Ellen (Sisters of St. 
Joseph of Carondelet) as principal. 
Five grades will meet in OLA and three 
in OLG. 


“WE ARE ENTERING a new era in 
Catholic education,”’ Dr. Schmid said, 
“in which the focus will be on the total 
teaching mission of the Church at 
diocesan and parish levels. Catholic 
education is truly on the ‘go’ in this 
diocese.’’ 

He noted that Bishop Leo T. Maher 
recently called on Catholics to use their 
“determination, creative ingenuity and 
spirit of sacrifice to develop and 
strengthen the total education program 
of the Church.’” 

In response to this call, Dr. Schmid 
said, ‘‘one of the major efforts of the 
school year will be to develop in each 
parish a community of faith among all 
workers in education — school, CCD, 
youth and adult. 


“THE DEVELOPMENT of parish 
‘school boards and committees on 
education is making excellent 
progress. This continuing effort 
provides inspiration and impetus to 
make all parishioners feel they are an 
integral part of the total teaching 
mission.” 

Parents and teachers will un- 
derstand the Church’s education 
mission better, he said, if they 


cooperate more with CCD and par- 
ticipate in the diocesan education 
congress in February and workshops 
for high school teachers which start in 
October. 

“Educational innovations and the 
continuing development of _in- 
dividualized instruction are being 
carried on in many of our schools, 
using teacher aids and volunteer 
parents,” he said. 


GRADE SCHOOL tuition increases 
are ““‘almost inevitable,” but will 
remain under maximums set by the 
diocesan school board. These are $250 a 
year for one child, $400 for two, $500 for 
three or more, with a $350 limit if the 
family also has a child in Catholic high 
school. 

Catholic grade and high schools 
follow local school district calendars. 
Most San Diego county schools open 
Sept. 11; in Riverside Sept. 17, and in 
San Bernardino Sept. 7 for high schools 
and Sept. 11 for grade. 

Enrollment figures for 1973-74 are not 
available yet, Dr. Schmid said, ‘“‘but 
indications point to an increase in high 
schools and a possible decrease in 
elementary schools.”’ 


LAST YEAR 19,996 children were in 
72 parochial schools and 4,740 in nine 
Catholic high schools — a total 
decrease of 949 from the previous year. 


Sisters here to teach 


While other dioceses may be complaining 
about the loss of religious teachers, schools 
of this diocese are welcoming a number of 
incoming new sisters from several 
congregations. 

Five sisters of the Presentation Order 
from Ireland will join the previously all-lay 
staff at St. Adelaide school, Highland. 

FIVE OTHER sisters, individually 
recruited, will replace religious withdrawn 
by their superiors from schools in Lemon 
Grove and Norco. 

Sister Mary Incarnata Wuster from 
Dallas, Pa., will be principal of St. John of 
the Cross school, Lemon Grove. Joining her 
there will be Sister Mary Paul Hummer 
from Chicago. 

Sister Hilda Marie Gelegan of Adrian, 
Mich., is the new principal at St. Mel’s, 
Norco. Other new religious there from 
outside the diocese are Sister Juliette Cote 
and Sister Mary Willoughby. 

. Two new lay principals are Joanna Mc- 
Clure at St. Kieran, E] Cajon, and Audrey 
Zehngebot at St. Francis, Vista.

The arrogance of elitism 


There have been several moments within the 
Church in recent years aimed at “renewal” in all its 
forms, from Cursillo and Marriage Encounter to the 
Charismatic Renewal Movement itself. The immense 
good they have brought, both to individuals and to the 
Church, is apparent. 

However, as with most movements, there is always 
the danger of elitism. While enthusiasm for a cause or 
movement is always justified, there is the danger that 
it may become exclusive. While this is probably 
unintentional and arises from the wish to share a 
wonderful experience with others, as a personal — and 
emotional — crusade it may produce the opposite 
effect. 


Not for everyone 


Group prayer, with vocal expression of spontaneous 
love of God and witness to his mercy is an excellent 
form of devotion. But those who may prefer silent, 

- more traditional prayer should not be regarded as less 
devout because they haven’t “‘received the spirit.” 

Cursillo is not for everyone. In fact there has been a 
tendency to bring too many into Cursillo whose 
maturity in Christian knowledge is perhaps not suf- 
ficient for them to obtain full benefit. Cursillo is 
designed for Christian leadership, not to reawaken a 
long-dead appreciation of faith. 

Marriage Encounters are undoubtedly exciting, 
loving experiences. The participants’ new joy in their 
marriage is usually obvious. But again, perhaps it is 
not for everyone — particularly those who find it 
difficult to ‘‘share.”’ 


What do you mean you don’t know how to pray? 


Bishop Joseph McKinney, who was here with the 
charismatic conference a few weeks ago, probably put 
this in perspective when I asked him about the 
‘“‘pushy”’. types. “‘That’s characteristic of someone 
who has been in the charismatic community for about 
six months,”’ he said. 

All these movements and matters associated with 
them will come up in the forthcoming speak-up 
sessions for the synod, and I am sure all groups will 
have the various adherents. There should be neither 
conflict nor embarrassment when they are dis- 

- cussed in Christian charity. 


Jesuits and elitism 


Jesuit educators around the world over the cen- 
turies have tended to earn the tag ‘“‘elitism.’’ In fact 


both the Jesuits and the Religious of the Sacred Heart, 
who are often compared with the society, until 
recently, set their educational sights on the upper 
social classes. 

Now the Jesuits in India have announced they will 
cease the traditional policy of seeking leaders to train. 
In future 50 per cent of the students admitted to their 
schools in that vast sub-continent must be poor, and 
the Jesuits themselves must live ‘‘strictly within a 
moderate budget so as to bear witness to evangelical 
poverty and simplicity.”’ 

The Jesuits in this diocese certainly do not live in the 
lap of luxury, and have long dedicated their energies 
to the less fortunate. Both Christ the King and Our 
Lady of Guadalupe parishes in San Diego are eloquent 
testimony to this. 


Father Wieser to advise 


As the Diocesan Synod’s official start gets closer 
by the week, the tempo quickens throughout the dio- 
cese. The story of the thousands of facilitators 
trained and the ever growing program of parishion- 
er participation is a welcome sign. 


It was good to see that Father Francis Wieser has 
been designated official theologian to the synod by 
Bishop Maher. The well known theologian has been 
studying at Claremont in the past year, while teaching 
in the San Bernardino area to special groups. 

Now he is researching on the nature of the synod and 
in particular on the Church’s current teaching on 
synods. Father Wieser’s knowledge will be available 
to the commissions as they reach the time when they 
have to write presentations for parish speak-up 
sessions and, of course, in drafting the final 
documents. 


Safety signals - for motorists 


A 12-point set of bicycle safety rules has been 
released by the local safety council. I am all in favor of 
cyclists being made to conform with traffic laws and 
am constantly horrified by some of the chances taken 
by young cyclists who ignore the correct side of the 
road. 


However, the safety council’s rules start with one 
which cyclists find difficult to obey. It states: Obey all 
applicable traffic regulations, signs, signals and 
markings. 


‘Have you ever tried to make traffic signals work 
with the weight of a bicycle over the sensor device 
buried in the road? It just doesn’t. On a recent cycling 
excursion — my first in years — I waited for about 
eight minutes at one signal which never did turn 
“sreen.’’ The cycle does not work the mechanism. So 
you cannot really blame cyclists if they ignore traffic 
lights on occasion. 


That Declaration 


There has been so much interest and discussion 
over the recent Declaration from Rome relating to 
confession before First Communion, that we have 
held over many viewpoints. Next week the Southern 
Cross will devote a special spread to the divergence 
of opinion. In many ways it is an historic test of the 
post-Vatican II freedom of expression.

1) Family — Because of a 
lack of understanding, pos- 
sibly on both sides, or a lack 
of love or care on the part 
of the parent (or relative), 
the young person just 
decides that life just isn’t 
worth it, or that he’s just a 
“bad person.” This is a

Mention should also be 
made of the fact that these 
same causes are being men- 
tioned in relation to the 
suicidal tendencies of chil- 
dren —a fact which is much 
greater than we realize. 

2) Social — Because of the 
social pressures of the 
world today, and the 
increasing pressures 
placed on each of us, there 
has been seen a marked 
increase in the suicide rate 
also among middle aged 
men and women. This is 
also reflected in the prob- 
lems which we see now in 
relation to alcoholism. 

There are other causes, 
but these two seem to be 
behind the others. 

In working with people 
like this during the past 
year, too many times have I 
asked them whether they’ve 
talked to anyone, especially 
a priest, or minister or their 
parents, or a counselor of 
some sort, and the answer 
too often has come up “no.”

Special Mexican-American interests: language and cultural problems 


This is the seventh in the series discuss- 
ing some areas to be covered by the 14 
Diocesan Synod commissions. It is 
intended to stimulate inquiry, discus- 
sion and research into the needs of the 
diocese and the methods or programs 
designed to meet these needs, question 
how effectwe they may be and what 
remains to be done. 


Southern Cross Reporter 


One of the major ethnic groups in the 
San Diego diocese is of Spanish or Span- 
_ ish-speaking descent. Mexican-Americans 
form by far the majority of Spanish-speak- 
ing people in our parishes. 

Through their rich cultural heritage and 
particular traditions and customs, as well 
as in problems of poverty, schooling and 
language, they present a specific area of 
concern within the Church. 

A SUBSTANTIAL number of persons of 
Mexican-American origin or extraction 
enjoy a high level of cultural, economic 


and educational status and linguistic facil- , 


ity — either through their own achieve; 
ment or through the cultural standing of 
their families. 


. 
But many of the people, particularly " 


recent immigrants, exist in conditions of 
poverty, ignorance and often injustice and 
exploitation. Much of this is due to their 
inability to understand the language and 
the legalities of the system. 

The several “national” parishes in the 
diocese — that is, parishes without bound- 
aries — are almost entirely Spanish in 
orientation. Others, with large Spanish- 
speaking attendance make provision for 
them, scheduling at least one Mass in 
Spanish on Saturday or Sunday. 

THE DEEP DESIRE of the Mexican 
communities to preserve their liturgical 
traditions is shown in the annual 
celebrations of the feast of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe in a number of churches in the 
four counties. 

A national organization of Mexican- 
American priests, PADRES, was estab- 
lished in 1970 “to eradicate the lack of 
education, create critical religious aware- 
ness, speed up empowerment of Mexican- 
American community and improve social 
conditions.” The organization is sup- 
ported by Mexican-American priests of 
the diocese of whom at present there are 
eleven.

A Multi-Service Center has opened in 
Coachella to distribute emergency food 
and clothing to needy persons in Indio, 
Coachella and neighboring areas, with 
help from CCS.

place special emphasis on developing a 
healthy self-image and confidence. 

Their object is to train patential leaders 
who then return to the parishes to work 
with the pastor and community to over- 
come problems common to barrio resi- 
dents. 

Each parish has its own priorities and 
leaders pinpoint areas of difficulty and 
work to develop means to combat them. 
This program received an initial grant 
from the Campaign for Human Develop- 
ment, the U.S. bishops’ anti-poverty cam- 
paign. In June 1972, graduates of the pro- 
gram formed a standing scholarship com- 
mittee to raise funds for its continuance 
and this year a grant was received from 
San Diego Model Cities. 

UNDER THE AUSPICES of the Padre 
Hidalgo Center, the Spanish women’s 
training program offers “English as a 
Second Language” courses, with six weeks 
vocational training as aides in hospitals, 
offices, social work, teaching and lib- 
raries. Ten weeks on-the-job training is

In San Ysidro, an experimental housing 
project, Villa Nueva, sponsored by the 
Augustinian Fathers, aims to provide a 
“Catholic oriented way of life” for approx- 
imately 390 low income families of. whom 
more than 82 per cent are Mexican-Ameri- 
can. 


THE BUYER’S CLUB, a food cooperative 
for residents of Villa Nueva, last year 
received a monetary grant from the Cam- 
paign for Human Development, to be used 
for expansion, job training and consumer 
education. The cooperative purchases 
items wholesale and sells them at cost to 
residents. 


Recently nine parishes combined to 


present a highly professional fund raising 
entertainment with international perfor- 
mers to benefit student scholarships. 

Training in Spanish for the Synod 
speak-up sessions has been inaugurated 
throughout the diocese. The Pre-Synod 
Board has provided that each parish has 
a special chairman to oversee all Spanish- 
speaking matters. 

A mobile Youth Drop-in-Center offering 
bi-lingual bi-cultural leadership to youth 
f Southeast San Diego consists of lec- 
liturgy and social-cultural 


AS PART OF THE Mexican-American 
Leadership Development Program, the 
Spanish Speaking Conference_aims to be 
an organ of spiritual, social, economic and 
political influence by uniting Spanish 
speaking people of shared interests and 
problems. 

Questions which may be raised include 
the degree to which existing facilities may 
be effective in treating the increasing 
needs of the community. 

Would the establishment of neighborhood 
centers for Mexican-American affairs be 
desirable? To what extent have the 
graduates of the leadership program 
utilized their training in the parishes and 
among their own community? 


ARE THERE SUFFICIENT trained staff 
available to meet counseling needs on a 
parish level? What about child care and 
suitable housing for the aged? 

Is information disemminated _ suf- 
ficiently through radio, television and 
newspapers?

Question: 


What is an extraordinary minister of — 


Communion allowed to do? 


On January 29, 1973, the Congregation 
for the Discipline of the Sacraments 
issued the document, Immensae 
Caritatis, which specifies the 
qualifications and duties for an ex- 
traordinary minister. The concern was 
expressed that ‘‘Present day conditions, 
however, demand that ... easier access 
to Holy Communion should be made 
possible.”’ In particular: ‘First of all, 
provision must be made lest reception of 
Communion become impossible or 
difficult because of insufficient 
ministers. The sick must not be deprived 
of spiritual consolation by being im- 
peded from receiving Holy Communion 
because of the law of fast... ” 

But the Instruction reminds priests 
that ‘‘Since these faculties are granted 
only for the spiritual good of the faithful 
and for cases of genuine necessity, 
priests are to remember that they are 


not thereby excused from the task of - 


distributing the Eucharist to the faithful 
who legitimately request it, and 
especially not from-giving Communion 
to the sick.” 

Circumstances can arise, however, 


when it is necessary to have ex- 
traordinary ministers: ‘‘during Mass, 
because of the size of the congregation 
or-a particular difficulty in which the 
celebrant finds himself;’’ and ‘‘outside 
Mass, when it is difficult because of 
distance to take Communion, especially 
viaticum, to the sick in danger of death, 
or when the very number of the sick, 
especially in hospitals and similar in- 
stitutions, requires a number of 
ministers.”’ 

The commentary drawn up by the 
bishops’ Committee on the Liturgy 
issues pertinent directives: 


1. ‘‘Special ministers do not wear the 
liturgical garb of an ordained deacon or 
priest, but they should be dressed neatly 
in a way consonant with the dignity of 
their functional role (e.g., coat and tie 
for laymen).” In the Diocese of San 
Diego, male ministers are to wear 
cassock and surplice — but not the 
Roman collar — during the distribution 
of Communion at Mass; sisters are to 
wear the religious habit and other 
women-ministers are to dress in a 
dignified manner. 


2. “During the breaking of the bread 
and the mingling, the minister enters 
the sanctuary and stands near the altar. 


After the priest has received Com- ,. « 
munion in the usual way, he gives ®¢ ‘ 
Communion (under both kinds) to the 
minister if he is to communicate, then 

gives the ciborium or other vessel with 

hosts to the extraordinary minister, and 


both distribute Communion to the faith- re 
ful.”’ Cal 
3. The extraordinary minister ‘‘is ent 
qualified to give Communion to himself sa 
and to other members of the faithful in ie 
the absence of an ordinary minister of ae 
-communion or if such a minister is His 


impeded by age, bad health, or the the 
pastoral ministry. In the same cir- 
cumstances, he or she may bring 
Communion to the sick — in their homes, 
in hospitals and other institutions, 
homes for the aged or for senior citizens, 
etc. Or he may assist the ordinary 
minister in bringing Communion to 
large numbers of the sick.’ Ex- 
traordinary ministers are not permitted 
to wear the Roman collar at any time.

Finally, the extraordinary minister is | @» 
appointed for a particular parish and for 
a limited time. He may not exercise his 
ministry in another parish.

Talking Point 


The holy dropouts of Big Sur 


By Father John P. Doran 


Big Sur, land of Esalen, of art colonies and 
arty people, summer haven of dropouts and 
young ones on the road, boasts also a colony of 
holy dropouts in its hills. 

One drives north along California Route 1, 
hanging tight to the cliffs, hovering perilously 
over the plunging breakers of the Pacific away 
below, and comes about 12 miles before Big Sur 
to a turnoff marked with a simple white cross 
hanging above the brush and trees. This is the 
entrance to New Camoldoli. 

Switching back and forth on the climbing 
entrance road, one reaches the hermitage at 
last, a chapel with its ‘bell tower, 25 hexagonal 
huts, a kitchen, refectory and library, and a 
motel-like guest house just outside the walls. One 
has dropped in on the dropouts. : 

WHO LIVES HERE? What is their life style? 
Why are they here at all? What purpose do they 
serve? All these questions assault the visitor to 
the Hermitage of New Camoldoli. 

Each hut contains a man whe lives alone. 
There in his little hexagon hut he has a study- 
living room heated by a wooden ‘stove in the 
center; he has a bed alcove for his cot, a chapel 
for his Lord, a shop for his working hours, a bath, 
but no kitchen or dining room. 

Instead a little hutch like a service window is 


built into the wall and opened three times a day -

to bring food from the outside, then opened on the 
inside to obtain it. 


THERE, EXCEPT FOR the hours of prayer 
when the men all gather in the main chapel to 
sing the praises of the Lord or to concelebrate 
the Eucharist, except for a couple of hours a 
week and one day a month spent in conversation, 
this hermit and his peers live alone in their 
separate huts. 

Why? What’s it all about? Why do former 
businessmen and scientists, former professors 
and professionals, artists, drop out of the 
establishment of the world and spend their days 
alone in these huts above the western sea? 

Can these dropouts justify themselves any 
more than can a teenage dropout unwilling to 
join the establishment of his native land? 


THE ANSWER LIES in the why of the drop-_ 


ping out. Does one drop out because the 
establishment seems too complicated, too 
useless, too impersonal? 

_Does one think it is not worth the effort of 
belonging and so turn away to minimal ex- 
penditure of effort and so ‘drop out of the race,” 
as So many have expressed it? 

Or does one see dropping out of the establish- 
ment as a call to higher living, a call to con- 
centrate upon God himself, not through the 


_ people and means by which he is usually served, 


but in himself? 

THE DROPOUTS OF New Camoldoliare there 
to bring into fruition in themselves a life of 
prayer and to bring to bear upon this old world of 


_ours the power.of prayer. 
These dropouts seek not to abandon the world 


‘| never found the 
companion that was 
so companionable 
as solitude.”

but to intercede for it, to fill the void left by many 
prayerless lives. They form, not a think tank, but 
a prayer tank for the world. 

Thoreau at Walden Pond found that man, 
though created with a bent to live ‘socially with 
others, was so complete a cosmos in himself that 
in solitude he could live in peace and con- 
tentment, could find fulfillment. 


THE MONKS AT New Camoldoli have found 
that man, though normally he lives his life in the 
close complexity of inter-personal reactions, is 
so God-orientated that he can zero in on this 
main attraction of his life and abandon its usual 
person-centered mazes. 

Thoreau sought to find himself completely 
in the wilderness; the monks seek to find God 
more completely in those humble hermitages 
on the hill. 

A few days at New Camoldoli, eating the 
meatless meals and living in silence; not 
breaking the day with occasional prayer, but 
centering the day around a prayer routine; not 
talking, meeting, bull-sessioning, questioning 
(as so many spiritual exercises have become) 
but whispering one’s thoughts and regrets; one’s 
dreams and aspirations to God in silent solitude 
and wondering, if, perchance, one does not hear 
the Spirit whisper back, tells one that these holy 
dropouts of Big Sur have not ‘‘freaked out’’ or 
split from life, but have zeroed in and begun 
eternity while living on the earth.
